Hay cured In thl» way will atnallyeonie 


oat more or lem discolored and muaty. 
Th»; better way, where one baa a amall 
amount of inch at one time, IB to mix dry 
straw with the hay, In quantity Sufficient 
to absorb the excess of moiature, flnt put- 
ting a layer ol bay and a layer of straw 
until all U used. Ths straw wBI be bene- 
fittetl ES well as the hay, and readily con- 
sumed by most kinds of stocs. A few 
farmers cart all their hay in gBflen, or in a 
condition others might call geoen. They 
mow the grass aa soon us the dew \a most- 
ly oft, turn it up once or twice and cart to 
the maw ia the afternoon, being careful to 
kee >.the surface level, that the bay may 
settle evenly throughout, claiming that it 
will cure better in this way than any other. 


In practicing this method each mow 


should be made aa rapidly as possible, so 
that too much fermentation cannot eet in 
before U Is completed. 
Hay should be 


added trery day until the mow is fall. It, 
should then ho covered with two or three 
feet vf etraw or poor quality ot hay, to 
take up the water that ia condensed upon 
the top f i-oqo tbe vapor during the heating 
nnd i vopor^ting process.

down In this manner will beep in better 
c<.r:diiiuii tiJau that cured In tbe usual way. 
II..y should be cured In tlie manner that it 
will crmc from the mow sweet, pliable 
like tiripd graes, sr.d not like dry kindling 
wonii.

On the evening of 
Hay S3 the moon will rise in eclipse at 
five minutes to 8, but the shadow will 
for the greater part have already passed 
awa|r, and-it is only in eastern countries 
and bt the antipodes ijhat her face that 
evening will be seen wholly obscured. 
It will be otherwise with the total 
eclipse of our satellite, which will begin 
at thirty-flvo minutes past 10 on Nov. 15 
next. This, as the almanacs tell us, will 
be "entirely visible at Greenwich,-"' 
whither, no doubt, 'the legendary cock- 
ney will once more betake himnelf in 
time to witness the phenomenon. 


There will be two solar eclipses — one 


annular, onct'vigible in this country as :i 
partial eclipse on the upper limb, begin- 
ning at two minutes past 5 du June*; the 
other a partial eclipse on Dec. t, which 
wilj be visible chieflyiii the Sotith Pacific. 
Besides these there will he, on May 10, a 
transit of Mercury over the sun's disk. 
which will be- only partially visible i£ 
this part of the globe.— Science NbWa.
